Bean Field While Young 
Farmers vim are growing soy, beans 
will find that It is highly important to 
kill tile weeds while the plants are 
very young, Crops men at Iowa State 
college 
recommend 
cultivating 
the 
young beans with the common harrow, 
rotary hoe or weeder. 
Soy beans are 
very hardy plants and, except for the 
time 
when 
they 
are 
just 
coming 
through tin* ground and ore making 
their first tun inches of growth, they 
may be harrowed regularly without 
being damaged. 
The college men ad­ 
vise cultivating often until the beans 
■are eight to ten Inches high. 
Special 
care should in* given the cultivation 
when tin* beans are eight to ten inches 
tall. 
A rotary hoe or weeder is effective 
in cultivating the beans and has an ad­ 
vantage over tin* harrow’ in that It can 
be used throughout a longer season.

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BETTER SEED CORN

By K. E. UNDERWOOD, County Farm Agent 


The successful farm is recognized today as demanding intelligence and skill to th at of the success­ 
ful industrial enterprise. 


Adams county is not to be laughed at in the production of corn. 
According to thq 1922 crop re­ 
port for Pennsylvania, Adams county produced 1,982,190 bushels of corn valued at $1,268,601. 
This crop had it been loaded in wagons holding 50 bushels with 40 feet of space between each 
wagon would have made a line 600 miles long. The total value of the corn crop was more than one- 
third of the business of the 118 industrial plants in the county. 


Yet Adams county farm ers do not realize the possibilities of the corn plant in this county- 
Too 
many farm ers plow, plant 
cultivate, and.then a t this time of the year leave out the m oat import­ 
ant part of their work. 
You can do anything y ou please with your corn by a few hours careful 
study in the field, and select next year’s seed.

Unfavorable weather is usually ascribed as the cause of poor seed. 
Occasionally the weather 
may be the blame, but more frequently neglecting to select the subsequent years seed corn supply 
in the fall, improper storage and growing of unadapted late m aturing varieties are the cause. 
Selection from stalk is best. 
Tho farm er m ight do worse things on Munday than to take a pock­ 
et ful of rags and spend an hour in his corn field studying his plants. 


Mark those ears, which show' an inherent ability to produce under competition in the regular or­ 
der of planting. 
Select from stalks th at have produced much better than their neighbors without 
any apparent reason. 
Avoid large ears on plants that are standing singly with an unusually large 
space around them. 
These are the ears w’e usualy have been picking for seed at husking time or 
from the crib in the spring. 
Plants with an extra amount of space, moisture or fertile location 
may be producing better than their neighbors, not because they have greater inherited producing 
power, but because they are growing under especially favorable conditions. 
Such 
plants 
there­ 
fore would be of no special value. 
It is because you don’t know what these, plants and outstanding 
ears will do next year th at we don’t want them for seed. 


In your herd of cows you study the records of performance. 
In corn we can make the biggest 
days wages we ever made if we do it each year, and select our next year’s seed in the field- 
Mark it and then when you husk, throw it aside. Select five or six times as much as you will need, 
and then even though it won’t look as nice’as your show cows, the ears you plant next spring will be 
from a high producing herd.

Hogging Off Corn—Don’t turn the 
"porkers” in the cornfield until the 
crop is ready to cut and shock. 
It 
is well to accustom the hogs to the 
new corn by cutting some stalks and 
feeding them a few days before turn­ 
ing in. 
The National Dairy Show.—A re­ 
duced railroad rate of a fare and one- 
half for the round trip from any point 
in Pennsylvania to the National Dairy 
Show at Syracuse has been granted 
by all railroads. Get your certificates 
from your County Agent. 
Value of Farm Manure.—The aver­ 
age value of a ton of fresh manure 
is about $3.00. 
To prevent loss of 
part of its value, bed live stock well 
to absorb the liquid manure; if pos­ 
sible, haul each day’s manure direct­ 
ly to the field, and don’t pile it up 
in the open to have its fertilizer con­ 
stituents wash away.

Agricultural Officials Assert* . Yield 
Fiw Entire State This Year is Less 
Than Ton to Acre. 


Government, County Agents 
Offer 
Suggestions; Special Bulletins Is­ 
sued; Spraying Best Preventative. 


Hayfields throughout the State suf­ 
fered heavily from drought this year, 
with the result that they yielded a 
lighter crop than for any previous 
year as far back as 1901, according 
to State agricultural official records. 
From reports compiled by director 
L. H. Wible, of the bureau of sta­ 
tistics, Pennsylvania department of 
agriculture, it is shown that the aver­ 
age yield of the State was less than 
one ton per acre. 
The average last 
year was 1.57 tons. 
The total pro­ 
duction is estimated at 2,596,305 tons, 
compared with 4,585,000 tons in 1922, 
and a ten-year average of 4,093,000 
tons. 
In the report submitted to Secretary 
of Agriculture Frank P. Wiillits the 
estimated acreage, yield per acre and 
total production by counties are as fol­ 
lows;
